almost certain that the Tomozuru 
ad capsized off the Sasebo naval 
pase in heavy weather. The Min- 
istry announced the ship missing 
since early morning, had been 
found “badly damaged and drifting, 
many of the crew believed to be 
drowned.” 

It was reported that the Tomo- 
wru carried 120 officers and men. 
The navy office said “rescue ef- 
forts are proceeding,” but made no 
mention of any suryivors....

The action which the Attor- 
ney-General has taken dn seek- 
ing to secure an indictment 
against me on the charge of in- 
come tax evasion is politics of the 
crudest sort. . ; 

I am as much in the dark as 
anyone as to any possible grounds 
he could have for such action, 
but I am glad, under any circum- 
stances, to get my tax affairs out 
of the Attorney-General’s office 
and into the court, where I am 
satisfied I shall get justice and 
a prompt disposition of the case 
which has so far been denied me. 

No charges have ever been 
made by the Treasury of any tax 
evasion by me, nor have I been 
advised by either the Treasury or 
the Department of Justice of any 
intention to try to collect addi- 
tional taxes from me. All income 
taxes which have ever been as- 
serted against me have been paid 
and in no single year have I 
failed to pay a very substantial 
income tax. The total has 
amounted in the last 20 years to 
over twenty million dollars. 

I feel very strongly that be- 
fore the Attorney-General of the 
United States should bring a 
clirge of this kind against me, I, 
like any other citizen, should be 
given proper notice in the man- 
ner provided by law, of the Gov-/| 
ernment’s intention to assert ad- 
ditional taxes and should have 
been afforded an opportunity to 
meet such charges in the cus- 
-tomary way. 


“Unfair, Arbitrary Action.” 


In all my years of experience 
in the administration of the tax 
laws I have never known of a 
single instance in which such un- 
action has 
been taken. 

' In May of last year charges 
were made by an Mc- 
Fadden from the floor of the 
House of Representatives, based 
on information furnished by a 


1931 income tax réturn. The “at-| 
torney-General announced to the 
press at the time that the would 
investigate these charges and I 
requested that he do so at once, 
offering the fullest co-operation. 

Nothing was done until October 
and November, when three agents 
of the Department of Justice vis- 
ited my office in Pittsburgh and!

The Attorney-General not doing 
me the courtesy of acknowledg- 
ing my letter, I again ‘wrote him 
on Jan. 15 demanding a disposi- 
tiog of the matter and cessation 
of stories appearing in the press 
and emanating from him or his 
department, to the effect that I 
had evaded payment’ of taxes. 

In my ‘etter I said: 

“The proper amount of tax to 
be paid by a citizen necessarily 
may be subject to dispute. If the 
authorized officer ot the Govern- 
ment should decide that addi- 
tional taxes are claimed, I am 
quite willing to meer the Govern- 
ment’s representatives either in a 
friendly conference or in open 
court and ‘settle <ry questions 
that may arise. The law provides 
such protection for any citizen, 
and I am quite willing and able 
to avail myself of it. I am not 
able, however, to protect myself 
against the innuendoes of wrong- 
doing appearing in some newspa- 
pers, based apparently on infor- 
mation furnished py someone in

Montana Senator Would Authorize 
Monthly Buying Until 16-to-1

ator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, to- 
day introduced what be termed a 


“compromise” bill to authorize Gov- 
ernment purchase of 50,000,000 
ounces of silver a month until the 
white metal reached the ratio of 
16 to 1 with gold. 

Wheeler said he was not unmind- 
ful of the prejudice existing “in the 
minds of many who look upon bi- 
metalism as synonymous with Bry- 
anism and who contend that we 
would be flooded with silver,” 

“In order to test the sincerity of 
those who have used this as an 
argument against the rehabilitation 
he said, “I am offering 
this bill in the nature of a compro- 
mise with the hope that ultimately 
Congress will see the light and 
favor my bill for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver.” 

The new bill would authorize pur- 
chases up to 1,000,000,000 ounces at 
prices to be determined by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, but pur- 
chases would be suspended imme- 
diately the 16-to-1 ratio was reached. 
Silver certificates with full legal 
tender status would be _ issued 
against the bullion purchased.

taxes from certain foreign steam-

This suit had nothing whatever 
to do with my income taxes as 
not even Olson had charged that 
I had profited personally in any 
way. The suit was brought as 
an informer action by Olson, who 
hoped to collect $220,000,000, of 
which half should be for himself 
and half for the Government. 
That case has been tried in the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia and-on Dec. 8, 1933, 
was thrown out and judgment 
entered for me and the other 
Treasury officials who were 
joined with me as defendants. 
Yet as late as Jan. 18, the Attor- 
ney-General was re‘erring to this 
suit as a reason for his investi- 
gation of my tax affairs, al- 
though he must have known that 
the suit had been dismissed by 
his own Federal “ourt, and, in 
any event, had neve’ had the re- 
motest connection wth my per- 
sonal income taxes.

Cites Other Investigations.

in public office I was subjected 
to most searching congressional 
investigation into every phase of 
my official conduct and my per- 
sonal affairs, and tp each in- 
stance an investigation of the 
facts exonerated me from the 
charges which had been made.

The order specified that no air 
mail flying should be undertakén 
until authorized by headquarters of 
the Air Corps. 

Postal officials, promptly noti- 
fied by air mail zone commanders 
of the changed situation, struggled 
to give the fastest possible train 
routings to stacks of air mai] sent 
back to them by Sunday’s order. 

The coast-to-coast air mail serv- 
ice will be preserved under the new 
arrangement. 

Grounding of the entire airmail, 
service followed President Roose- 
velt's statement Saturday that 
deaths “among army mail carriers 
“must stop.” The White House 
statement was considered by many 
Air Corps men today as the sharp- 
est rebuke given the army in years. 
These men contend that the mili- 
tary aviators are as good flyers as 
commercial pilots, tut that their 
unfamiliarity with mail routes, 
coupled with exceptionally bad 
weather during most of the period 
put them at a heavy disadvantage. 

An emergency air mai! bill, pro 
viding funds for temporary opera- 
tion of the service by the army, may 
be voted on in the Senate before 
night, 

An amendment prepared by Sen- 
ator Vandenburg (Rep.), Michigan, 
would prohibit the use of the emer- 
gency funds except where pilots 
have been trained in blind flying 
and carry equipment for such fly- 
ing.

An inquest in the shooting of 
Frank M. Fitzmaurice, 33-year-old

bullet wound of the head suffered 
six hours earlier at his home, was 
begun today and will be concluded 
Thursday after police make a more 
thorough investigation.

A wound in 
his right temple was powder- 
burned. 

Mrs. Fitzmaurice testified at the 
inquest that her husband was des- 
pondent because of the death of 
his father two years ago from can- 
cer. She confirmed a statement to 
police, in which she had said her 
husband shot himself following a 
quarrel with her. In the statement 
she related that they had quarreled 
at a beer tavern Saturday night 
and he went home alone. When 
she arrived home he at first re- 
fused to admit her, and later threw 
her hat in the stove. She became 
frightened and got into bed, pulling 
the covers over her head. A few 
minutes later, she related, she heard 
a shot and the noise of her hus- 
band falling to the floor in an ad- 
joining room. 

The widow, who is 32 years old, 
sobbed during her testimony. After 
she left the stand her brother-in- 
law, William J. Fitzmaurice, presi- 
dent of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, interrupted the hear- 
ing with the remark, “I don’t be- 
lieve Frank did kill himself.” Called 
on to testify, William Fitzmaurice 
said he had not known his brother 
to be despondent. He said Frank

was the only relative present, al- 
though several business associates 
of Harris’ father were witnesses.

Ambitious — Laid Down in Celebration 
of 400th Anniversary of Conquest | 
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the Executive Department 
600,000 soles (about $200,000) 
provide Cuzco with public works, 
to found an institute of archeology, 
to restore the ancient Inca monu- 
ments to carry on scientific exca- 
vations in the Cuzco region. 

The lengthy decree provides for 
an executive committee to super- 
vise all the activities preparatory 
to the celebration of the cen- 
tennial. The same decree provides 


on certain phases of these activities. 
One-fourth of the $200,000 goes to 
the restoration of the ancient ruins 
and for excavations. A permanent 
agricultural and industrial exposi- 
tion is to be a feature of the pro- 
gram. Monographs are to be sub- 
mitted. Folklore music, dances, 
concerts and dramas are included. 

The law purposes to have the 
Executive invite each republic to 
co-operate in making Cuzco a real 
archeological capital. Each na- 
tion may in time build a section or 
pavilion in Cuzco, which will in- 
clude specimens of archeological 
interest of that country. On ac- 
count of the enormous scientific 
excavations which must be carried 
on throughout the Cuzco region, the 
Institute cf Archeqlogy will pro- 
vide special facilities for study and 
field work. 


Dr. Valcarcel in Charge. 


Dr.. Luis E. Valcarcel, Director- 
General of the Musoe Nacional de 
Lima, has been sent to Cuzco to 
take charge of establishment of the 
institute, and also to supervise the 
restoration of the ancient monu- 
ments and to initiate excavations 
for further ruins. 

Excavations were begun last No- 
vember on the site of the fortress 
of Saxahuaman, overlooking the 
city of Cuzco, a monument which 
Prof. (later United States Senator) 
Hiram Bingham some 20 years ago 
described as the most wonderful 
achievement of ancient man in 
America. 

The hundreds of workmen en- 
gaged in excavation of this fortress 
have brought to light walls and 
buildings in number, extent and 
beauty equal to what had been vis- 
ible prior to December, 19383, and 
there are still large areas which 
have not been touched. Highly pol- 
ished stones, equal in fineness to 
those of the Temple of the Sun, 
have been uncovered, and it is be- 
lived that underground passages 
will also be found. The ring of 
three walls of the fortress has been 
opened up on the north side of the 
hill toward Saphi River. Weap- 
os, fragments of pottery and hu- 
man bones are being brought to 
light daily. 

Similar excavations have been un- 
dertaken at Tambo-machai and 
Pisac, where important remains are 
being found. 

Dr. Vaicarcel has also decided to 


carry on simultaneously excava- 
tions &t Macchupicchu and Ollan- 
taytambo 


The Political Authority of the 
Province of La Convencion has 
telegraphed Dr. Valcarcel that an- 


| cient ruins have been found in the 


Vilcobamba District at Pomarati 
and Puncuyuj. The petrographs 
and heiroglyphs of this region are 
likewise to be subjected to a care- 
ful investigation. 

This is the first time in the his- 
tory of Peru that more or less ade- 
quate funds have been allotted by 
the Government for archeological 
research. The results will douht- 
less indicate the need for further 
excavations. The field holds prom- 
ise of several years of work. The 
center of these activities will be 
the Institute of Archeology at Cuz- 
co

U0 WEAPONS IN RARE 
ST. LOUIS COLLECTION 


History of Development of 
Firearms Told by Trophies 
of F. E. Fowler Jr. 


An unusual collection of weapons, 
including more than 500 revolvers 
and rifles, some of them the 
rarest firearms in the world, has 
been assembled by Francis E. Fow- 
ler Jr., insurance man, of 63 Kings- 
bury place. 

In addition to the pieces here oth- 
er specimens are arranged in his 
fhome at La Jolla, Cal, many of 
them from the _ internationally 
known collection of the late Dr. 
P. C- Remondino, of San Diego, 
who wrote many works on the 
effect of bayonet and gunshot 
wounds. 

Perhaps the rarest exhibit in his 
Kingsbury place residence is a re- 
cently acquired match lock .revolv- 
ing cylinder carbine—one of three 
known to collectors in the world. 
It was obtained from a collection 
in Saxony. Another is in the Tow- 
er of London and the other in the 
Artillerie Museum of Paris. It was 
fired by the Japanese from _ the 
breast; contains six “gates” on its 
cylinder and was fired by a taper 
on a serpentine “hammer.” 

Czar’s Pistols. 
Another prized possessién is a 
pair of revolving flint lock pistols, 
owned once by Czar Alexander I, 
of Russia, made for him by a 
French gunmaker and bearing the 
Royal coat-of-arms. The steel 
chamber is plated with gold, carved 
elaborately. The pistols used about 
1780 A. D- fire six shots. 
The history of the development of 
firearms is exemplified in Fowler’s 
trophies. 
Antedating pistols, there is a 
hand-cannon resembling an oboe in 
shape, fired by a fuse and used in 
the Orient centuries ago. 
An interesting pistol is a double- 
barrelled brass flintlock used in the

There are some beautiful exam- 
ples of filigree work on many pieces, 
notably a Sardinian steel flint-lock 
and duelling pistols. What is ac- 
counted the first English attempt 
at perfecting a revolving hand- 
weapon is a 7-chambered revolver 
made about the eighteenth century. 
Its cylinder was revolved by hand. 

A Russian Cossack pistol has a 
heavy silver butt, capable of being 
employed as a club. It contains a 
chain to attach the weapon to the 
owner’s saddle. Other weapons, 
especially pistols used by the Royal 
Highland Regiment in 1750, are 
equipped with hooks so that they 
might be slung on the sashes of the 
wearers. 

Daniel Boone Type of Rifle. 

Wars in which this country has 
engaged are represented in scores 
of military rifles, including every 
type of Springfield, all of them 
equipped with bayonets. There is 
even the original type of Daniel 
Boone Kentucky rifle used in In- 
dian fighting days. 

Unusual weapons in the collection 
are sword canes, some of them ca- 
j;pable of being converted into air 
rifles firing poisoned darts, An in- 
nocent lodking Chinese fan con- 
tains a dagger; other daggers fit in 
the palm of the hand; small pistols 
may be converted into brass 
knuckles. 

An extensive assortment of 
swords, some with flexible Toledo 
blades, includes a gold presentation 
sword bearing the insignia of the} 
Emperor of Japan. 

And the days of medieval gang- 
sters are reflected by an air gun, 
noiseless and powerful in operation, 
disguised as a sixteenth century 
flint lock and used by Austrian as- 
sassins. 

Besides the museum pieces, Fowl- 
er possesses modern weapons in- 
cluding a machine gun. His three 
sons, the oldest 16, the youngest 10, 
share his enthusiasm for firearms. 
Their rooms are littered with weap- 
ons; they keep them in immaculate 
condition and are able to assemble 
automatics blindfolded.

Estimated at 797,000 Making Total 
Inhabitants Number 
126,144,000.

NEW YORK, March 12.—Gain in 
the population of the United States 
last year was estimated at 797,000 
in a report of the Scripps Founda- 
tion for research in population 
problems. The population on Jan. 
1, 1934, totaled 126,144,000, the re- 
port estimated, with the .6 per cent 
gain lower than any year except 
two since 1870. 
If population growth continues to 
become smaller as rapidly as dur- 
ing the last decade, the foundation 
said, it will cease entirely about 
1940, when the country will have 
less than 130,000,000 inhabitants. 
The foundation figured births in 
1933 at 2,286,000, a total 110,000 low- 
er than in 1982 and below any year 
since 1900. Deaths of 1,412,000 were 
equal to a 25-year average.

Ordinarily, coke does 
not sell at à low enough price to come into general 
use. There are fuel technologists in St. Louis who 
assert that Illinois coal can be converted into smoke- 
less fuel, or low-temperature coke, which can be sold 
at approximately $5 a ton. 
The city administration should investigate the pos- 
sibilities of any process by which coal can be con- 
verted into smokeless fuel and sold at a price 
within reach of the average householder. Perhaps a 
Jarge municipal coking plant, using such a process, 
would solve the smoke problem and provide prosper- 
ity for the coal-producing region. 
One group of fuel technologists asserts that, in 
the production of semi-coke, which can be made into 
briquettes, by the low-temperature process valuable 
by-products would be obtained, the sale of which 
would reduce the net cost of the fuel. Treatment 
of one ton of coal, it is said, would produce 10 to 15 
gallons of tar acid oil with a market value of about. 
21 cents a gallon; about 3000 cubic feet of gas of 650 
to 804 B. T. V. heat value; 10 to 15 pounds of am- 
monium sulphate and about 10 pounds of pitch. Some 
of these by-products are widely used in the chemical 
industries and are imported in considerable quanti- 
ties, 
As the matter stands now, these gases_and acids 
fill the air, impair the health of the people, kill 
trees, and make the city as unsafe as it is unlovely. 
Witness the removal of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den to Gray Summit, the treeless downtown streets, 
the absence of lawns and shrubbery over the region 
east of Grand avenue. 
For the health of the people and the safeguarding 
of property, smoke must be abated. If it can be done 
by smokeless utilization of our near-by coal, and a 
great industry thus saved, so much the better. In 
any event, it will be done ultimately, even if the city 
has to go into the busines of distributing natural gas. 
The soft coal industry should bestir itself and help 
solve the problem if it is to escape the consequences 
of cheap natural gas being brought into the city. The 
people will not tolerate the status quo any longer.

Peace movement has reason on its side, but has not overcome appeal to emotions by 
trappings of militarism, Briton says; contrasts dull lecture on League of Nations with 
pageantry of men with flags, marching to music; urges disarmament advocates to 
put more color in peace, and show modern war to be dull, monotonous, unromantic. 


OW stirring is the sight of uniformed 
H soldiers, led by a brass band! How de- 

pressing is a lecture on the League of 
Nations, delivered by a dull gentleman with 
a monotonous voice to serious ladies dressed 
‘in solemn black! We are stirred by the 
tramping of armed men and we, too, want 
to march. A bugle blowing the “Last Post” 
profoundly moves us. The whole pageantry 
of war is extraordinarily effective, moving 
men against their reason. 

In John Galsworthy’s play, “The Mob,’ 
the effect of martial music and pageantry 
is skillfully depicted. Stephen _More, a 
pacifist member of Parliament, is protesting 
against war to a deputation ‘when the skirl- 
ing sound of bagpipes is heard in the dis- 
tance. As the Highlanders approach, every- 
body in the room rushes on to the balcony, 
leaving More alone. The effect on him is 
immense, and is only removed by the blood- 
thirsty ejaculations of the civilians in the 
crowd which watches the. soldiers, 

The propagandists of peace have no such 
pageantry, They depend too much on the 
appeal to reason, which would be all right 
in a reasonable world, but then in a reason- 
able world there wouldn't be any need to 
protest against war, for war would not be 
possible.

(Copyright, 1934.) 
ENTUCKY, which does not ap- 
prove nudism, has passed a bil] 
taxing nudist colonies $1000 an- 
nually, a small amount compared 
to what some husbands are taxed 
to keep their wives completely 
dressed. Further, the new Ken- 
tucky law would compel nudists to 
carry on experiments in premises 
completely surrounded by a wall of 
prick, stone or cement, 20 feet high. 


Evidently legislators consider 
nudism strictly an offense against 
earthly morals, not as an offense 
against heaven. The 20-foot wall 
would not protect heaven from 
offense. 

Some day ridicule will do for 
nudism what decency seems unable 
to do now, and that silly return to 
the monkey idea: will come to an 
end. 


Milwaukee’s House of Cé@rrection 
competes with New York’s Welfare 
Island prison in criminal modern- 
ity. Witnesses tell of one woman 
convict dancing, completely un- 
dressed, for the amusement of 
guests, excessive drinking, and, in 
the midst of the “gaiety,” accord- 
ing to one witness, “one lady in- 
mate took a shot in the arm.” Use 
of drugs being part of the evening’s 
entertainment. 

One matron of the institution was 
in the midst of it all, and half of 
the prisoners used narcotic drugs. 


So-called respectability need not 
complain of lawlessness displayed 
even by our supposed law-enforce- 
ment machinery. It was that same 
respectability that showed contempt 
for law and constitution through- 
out the prohibition period. It was 
in this country for a depression, or 
something, to make the people 
think of their own short-comings. 


Germany, enthusiastically devel- 
oping and working its machinery 
of “sterilization” to prevent men- 
tally and physically unfit from pro- 
ducing children, to inherit their de- 
fects, hopes to improve the human 
race permanently. 

General hostility to Hitler’s ideas 
has caused criticism of the ster- 
lization experiments on the assump- 
tion that they are aimed at alleged 
racial inferiority, but there is no 
apparent basis for that objection. 


Some apparently forget that our 
own Supreme Court, in an opinion 
written by Mr. Justice Holmes, has 
declared sterilization laws consti- 
tutional, with proper. safeguards. In 
the case of Carrie Buck, an 18- 
year-old patient in Virginia’s State 
colony for epileptics and feeble 
minded, the Supreme Court author- 
ized authorities of Virginia to car- 
ry out the law, with an operation 
called “salingectomy,” making fu- 
ture child-bearing impossible. 

Carrie Buck, daughter of a fee- 
ble-minded mother, was born a fee- 
bleminded child, and Justice 
Holmes said in his opinion, “three 
generations of imbeciles are 
enough.” He said also, “It is bet- 
ter for all the world, if instead of 
Waiting to execute degenerate off- 
spring for crime, or to let them 
slarve for their imbecility, society 
can prevent those who are mani- 
— unfit from continuing their 
ind.” 


There has been far more steriliza- 
tion of the unfit in America than 
in Germany or any other country, 
for eugenic reasons, not including, 
of course, the once comfnercially 
Practiced production of eunuchs. 
California alone has sterilized some 
8500 individuals, men and women. 


History will tell to what extent 
if any, civilization can improve iit- 
self by practicing compulsory birth 
“ontrol among the criminal and fee- 
bleminded classes. “There is no 
doubt that modern haphazard phil- 
‘nthropy and public charitable in- 
‘tutions have done much to pre- 
serve and perpetuate criminal and 
feeble-minded individuals who 
Would have died out left to them- 
selves and the unmitigated strug- 


ele for existence. Mudern civiliza-

or those of exceptional fitness and 
Probable value to the race.

Fruit Juices Are 
Highly Desirable 
| Article of Dict 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


* 
ATING fruit is apparently a 
F; pieasure This is interestingly 
revealed in our language. We 


speak, for example, of enjoying the 


fruits of our labor. 

A good deal of the pleasure in 
eating fruit comes from the fact 
that it contains sugar in a highly 
palatable and quickly usable form. 
Most fruits also contain weak or- 
ganic acids which are stimulating 
to the organs of taste. ~ 

In addition to these things, fruits 
constitute a highly desirable article 
of diet. 

Fruits are rich in a variety of 
mineral substances, although these 
minerals make up only from one- 
half to three-fourths of 1 per cent 
of the weight of the fruit. 

Fruits are also rich in vitamins. 
For the healthy gastro-intestinal 
tract fruits offer an appreciable 
amount of bulk or roughage? For 
that reason it is desirable that fruit 
should be eaten pulp and juice to-' 
gether. 

Those that are susceptible to diar- 
rhea, and sick patients who cannot 
stand roughage may still gather the 
advantages of fruits by taking only 
the juices. Fruit juices contain 
sugar in a form which more im- 
mediately provides energizing ma- 
terial for the muscles, than is to be 
found in any other food. 

Fruit juices are particularly well 
tolerated by the feverish patient 
The juices make the taking of Wat- 
er so desirable for the average pat- 
ient suffering from fever both easy 
and, palatable. Fruit juices also ap- 
pear to promote the elimination of 
fluid through the kidneys, and to 
check excessive sweating. 

In speaking of fruits and fruit 
juices, one is impelled to give spe- 
cial praise and credit to the tomato, 
which may be considered to be a 
transition between a fruit and a 
vegetable. 

Tomatoes and oranges deserve a 
special place in the dietary, and the 


tomato especially because of its 


abundanee of vitamins.
